It was reported that the men were ac- 
cidentally slain while trying to protect | 
an Armenian from the mob. but the Rev.

ous inclinations of the average Moslem,

MERSINA—More troops arrived at 
Hadjin, in northern Adana, today and 
the missionaries, native Christians and 
refugees are now safe. Messages were 
re eived here today from the mission- 
aries, stating that the disorders had 
ceased and that the first fresh food in 
10 days was being brought into the city. 
Four American women missionaries are 
in Hadjin. 

Better conditions are also reported 
today from Deurtyul and points in the 
Aleppo province.

CONSTANTINOPLE. — The Turkish 
National Assembly, which met Thurs- 


day under the presidency of Said Pasha, 
decided that the Sultan Mehmed V. 
should take the oath of the constitution 
within a week. The Assembly also 
ratified the deportation of Abdul Hamid 
to Salonica. 

It is not expected that the new cab- 
inet will be completed before Saturday. 
The difficulty at present consists in find- 


ing suitable men for the ministries of | 


finance and interior. Tewfik Pasha, who 
will be the grand vizier, has sent a 
communication to several provincial 
officials on this subject. The govern- 
ment has decided to send a commission 


to Adana to try by court martial the 


instigators of the massacres, and the 
commission is authorized to act with the 
utmost severity. 

It is alleged that the chief authors of 
the recent mutiny were Abdul Ha:nid’s 
favorite son, Prince Mehmed Burhine 
Eddine, Rear Admiral Said Pasha, son 
of Kiamil Pasha, the former grand 
vizier, and Nadir Pasha, who were en- 
gaged for a long time prior to the rising 
in corrupting the troops. The two 
former have fled. Nadir has been hanged 
on the Galata bridge.

“In answer to your request for a*con- 
statement of the negotiations lead- 
‘ing to the contract with the Edison Elec- 
tric Illuminating Company for street- 
| lighting, just executed, I submit the 
) poslow' mgr: 

“The contract for electric 
lighting in Boston was made Feb. 20, 
1894, for a period of five years, with the 
|Boston Electric Light Company. The 
‘econtraet was signed by Patrick O'Shea, 
‘superintendent of lamps, and approved 
by Nathan Matthews, Jr.. mayor. On 
Aug. 29, 1898, this contract was extetded 
for a term of 10 years from and after 
Feb. 20, 1809. This extension is signed 
by James Donovan, superintendent of 
lamps, and approved by Josiah Quincy, 
mayor. On the 26th of February, 1901, 
an assignment was made by the Boston 
Electric Light Company to the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company by Acting 
Superintendent of Lamps William Jack- 
son, approved by Thomas N. Hart, 
mayor. 

“The character of the illumination 
offered by the Edison Company was the 
best available or likely to become avail- 
able for a long term of years, the price 
per current compares favorably with any 
city operated under similar conditions. 
The volume of illumination is much 
greater than for any other city. I was 
satisfied that no serious competition was 
possible, having received no tangible 
offer in competition with the electric 
lighting company, and I was advised by 
persons having information in the matter 
that the contract was a good one. I con. 
sider the contract a decidedly advantage- 
ous one and that the city’s interests are 
amply protected by its provisions under 
any changes that may occur. 

“I hope that the statement of the 
superintendent of streets will be given 
as much publicity as have many of the 
unfair criticisms. At this time it seems 
desirable to state that Mr. Emerson 
would have been glad to appear before 
the Merchants Association during the 
conduct of its inquiry, but he was not 
invited to do so.” 

“The original price for the Gilbert 
lamp under this contract was $127.75 
per year, which price was continued until 
Aug. 20, 1906, when, in accordance with 
| the provision contained in the arbitra- 
tion clause of the contract, the price was 
reciiced to $118.39. This price the city 
has been paying up to the present time, 
the contract expiring Feb. 20, 1009. 

“Since that’ time, the company has 
been furnishing lights under the clause 
of the contract which provides that six 
months’ notice must be given by either 
party before the termination of the con- 
tract. With a view to gaining informa- 
tion regarding a new contract, | have 
made visits to the various large cities 
along the Atlantic seaboard, collected in- 
formation from both domestic and for- 
eign sources and called into consultation 
such persons as seemed to me willing and 
competent to give advice in the matter. 
| “My investigations led me to conclude 
i'that the demand at the present time is 
termed a spec- 
tacular lighting, or more brilliant illu- 
‘mination for streets. 

' “Communication with the Edison Com- 
pany brought an offer that this com- 
pany would demonstrate any lamp, either 
jof foreign or domestic manufacture, that 
might be desired; and in aceordance with 
ithis offer demonstrations several] 
lamps were made, among them the Jan-

NEW HAVEN, CONN.—The 
States reclamation service, which makes 
into farming regions and 
deserts into orchard lands, offers a ca- 
reer for young collegians, as Morris Bien 
the supervising engineer of the service, 
has assured the Yale News in an inter- 
view. Mr. Bien enlarges upon the op- 
portunities for advancement to positions 
of comfortable, though not fabulous sal- 
aries, which are open to technical stu- 
dents really desirous of getting ahead. 

He We are encouraging young 
college graduates to enter the reclama- 
tion service. Perhaps over SO per cent 
of our engineering corps are college men. 
For most of our work an engineering ed- 
ucation is required. There are also op- 
portunities along business lines, and we 
have quite a number of college graduates 
in those lines; namely, in accounting and 
handling funds and financial work gen- 
erally, but most of our force are en- 
gineering men. 

In order to make it convenient for 
voung fellows just completing engineer- 
ing courses, We have arranged for an ex- 
amination for junior engineers by the 
civil service commission, Which is usually 
held in April. This examination is par- 
ticularly adapted to men just graduating, 
and many of the college seniors take 
that examination. At the present time 
there is a long list of men who have 
passed the examination but have not 
been appointed, so that there may not 
be an examination this spring. 

Of course, there are branches of the 
work in which a man without technical 
training will have opportunity. We need 
men in thie business end of the work, 
and there are a few men in the legal 
work. I have personal charge of the 
legal work of the service, and we have 
about 20 men in the field and office who 
have legal training, and who handle 
legal matters.

A number of graduates take this exami- 
nation and as the time is at the begin- 
ning of the construction season, we usu- 
ally have need for a number of men. 

The non-college men in our engineer- 
ing corps are nearly all older men who 
have had years of experience in 
The men 
we are taking now, however, with the 
exception of a few who have passed the 
civil service examination for the higher 
grade of assistant engineer, are young 
men. I should say that 95 per cent of 
them are college men, because they could 
ordinarily not become qualified without 
taking such a course. 

Our work is all west of the Mississippi 
except right here at Washington. We 
have about 1200 people in the classified 
civil service; of these about 80 are in 
Washington and about 20 in Chicago, 
where we have an office handling the 
railroad business, freight, etc. Every- 
body else is in the West.

The five elevated systems are: The 
South Side, the West Side, the North- 
western, the Oak Park and the “Loop,” 
which controls the downtown tracks 
used by the other four companies. 

Under the present method each line 
carries its patrons downtown, and if a

| | York, as planned by the celebration commus- 
Art Exhibits. sion, is another instance of the tendency 
~ | noted in this country to place works of art 
in prominently before the public in connection 
with anniversaries, world fairs, and celebra- 
tions in general. This tendency 1s unques- 
tionably the outcome of a growing popular 
1 desire for art rather than the plan or venture 
of individuals. | Such expositions take the 
place, to some extent, of the permanent galleries of Europe, where 
the average individual is free to gather impressions that may refine 
and clarity his thought. 

The duality of the New York celebration is to be observed by 
the division of the art exhibits into a Dutch and an‘American section. 
The former will include paintings by Hudson's great contemporaries 
and we furniture of his time, while the latter will emtbrace 
examples of American industrial art from 1625 to 1825, and paint- 
ings by Aalielcan artists of Iulton’s time. Apart fr un the tact that 
the works of art secured or promised are by the very highest repre- 
sentatives of their land and time, the dual arrangement is unique in 
the contrast shown between the two periods and the two types. 

Guglielmo Ferrero recently amazed an incredulous European 
audience by saying that he had found too much idealism in this 
country. The kernel of the idealism he found in this country is an 
impetuous desire to learn, to broaden, to rise above the commonplace 
and this occasionally manifests itself in an overestimation of culture 
by itself, that is, of mere intellectuality. This is, indeed, too much 
idealism—in fact, it thereby ceases to be idealism; but it 1s merely 
a manifestation incidental to rapid growth. 

Such art exhibitions as the ene planned for the Hudson-Fulton 
celebration mean a great deal for the spread of true culture in this 
country. It is not necessary that Americans, in order to acquire 
culture, adopt the tastes and views of Europe, and great art exhibi- 
tions in this country will enable the average American to educate his 
own independent taste and form his own fearless judgment. The 
overestimation of culture has nothing to do with native judgment ; 
it comes from following in European footsteps. But culture for 
culture's sake is an old-world standpoint which has no part in Ameri- 
can life and progress. 

When the American graduates in matters esthetic he will have 
an artistic judgment and a standard of culture wholly different from 
the European, because wholly individual, and it will be a culture 
which will know no conflict between realism and idealism. 
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THERE seems to be some doute as to whet bite Governor Hughes 
will call an extra session of the New York Legislature, but there is 
no doubt but that he wants the regular session to adjourn first of all.

The photographs of desolation tn China should be recipr cated by 
views of such undertakings as the irrigation plant that is being estab- 
lished on the state forestry nursery at Lewiston, Pa., a nursery which 
has a capacity of 1,000,000 trees annually, and which distributes 
young forest trees to those who will care for them.

deprived in most cases of elementary education and forced in many 

instances into evil companionship. Yet this condition exists and we 

have for epx authority the report of the fifth annual conference on 
child labor. 

Factory ingpectors are constantly finding in all sections of the 
country flagrant ‘abuses of the law as it now stands, and until public 
sentiment is aroused to a pitch where such abuse of child labor will 
be impossible the sordid efforts of unscrupulous employers to profit 
by such oppression will doubtless continue. 

One of the encouraging signs of the times is the effort being 
made in some of our states to enact and to enforce laws which will 
inake it impossible for parents or guardians to permit children to 
labor unless under certain well-defined restrictions and rendering it 
a pumshable offense for employers to hold the children in this bond- 
age of labor without regard for their vears or educational needs. 

+ What seems to be needed is a national po licy such as all of our 
states will be bound to respect and to which all legal statutes will 
have to conform. 
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Tue Baron &Estournelles de Constant, French 
member of The Hague court, a senator and 
a leading authority on arbitration, has just France 
been given an enthusiastic reception at Ber- 
lin, where he delivered a lecture advocating and 
better understanding between Itrance and 
Germany.
